Dl describes a rotary engine having an external recess with 
a cylindrical cavity wherein two additional compressive 
portions are dynamically axranged, namely a cylindrical 
portion 2 and a generally triangularly shaped blade-like 
portion 1, said portions together forming a compression 
chamber M and being arranged to perform a single compression 
per revolution; the cylindrical portion is rotatably mounted 
in the cylindrical cavity, is ring-shaped with a circular 
external profile and a figure-of-eight-shaped internal 
opening; the cylindrical portion rotates about the blade- 
like portion describing a rotary movement; the blade-like 
portion rotates about its power output shaft. 

Claims 1 to 28 meet the reqiairements of novelty, inventive 
step and industriaj. appxicaoixicy of ir'Ui Ariiicxe 33(2) to 
33(4). None of the prior art documents describes an energy 
machine capable of performing a number of compressions per 
cycle no lower than the number of sides of the blade-like 
portion, and of which the blade-like portion describes a 
rotation-translation movement or even a movement as 
described in the characterising portion of claim 2. 
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
